The consensus of the meeting 's 
speakers was that tough times lie 
ahead for a wide range of social 
rograms and that the A/PA com= 
munity must make its influence 
felt in order to protect its interests， 

COST 

The meeting focused on the 
manner in which the Reagan 
Administration seeks to distribute 
federal funds to individual states. 
Under the New Federalism, funds 
would go to states through block 
grants, mmoney that is to be used by 
the states in ways broadly defined 
by the federal government. 

Unlike categorical grants， 
which must be used for specific 
purposes， of revenue sharing， 
which comes from the federal 
government with very few strings 


Lack of 'Intent 
Saves NY Schools 
From Fed'1 Action 


NEW YORK 一 The Federal 
Department of 了 ducation，after 
accusing the NY city Board of 
Education of failing to fulfill the 
terms of a 1977 agreement to 
achieve racial balance on its 
teaching staffs and threatening the 
Board with mandatory ， trans- 
fers of teachers (下 /W 6/9/82)， 
this week backed away from both 
the threat and accusation，The 
crucial factor in the reversal Was 
that the NY Board of 下 ducation 
had not acted with the “intent ”to 
Violate the 1977 agreement，al- 
though the“effect”of the Board's 
action may have violated the 
agreement，the Net_ York Times 
reported 

Senator Alfonse DAmato (有 R- 
NY) outlined the Department of 
Education's modified stance after 
a lengthy conference .with Secre- 
tary of 匡 ducation 了 工 ， 互 Bell. 
D'Amato noted thatNY had made 
a“good faith effort” to meet the 
requirements of the 1977 agree- 
ment， Which required NY ceity 
teaching staffs to have at least 
19% minority teachers. 

NY signed the 1977 agreement 
让 was found to be ip 
violation of Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act，which denies federal 


| funds to any program which dis- 


criminates against minorities，NY 
receives $300 million from the 
federal Department of 下 ducation 
and had to sign the agreement or 
lose this funding， 

In 1977，however，“discrim- 
ination” included any actions 
whose effect resulted in discrim- 
ination， whether or not the 
intention to discriminate was pre- 
sent, Since 1977，drastic shifts 记 
judicial interpretation require that 
the intention to discriminate also. 
be Presert，Since NY has made 
eftorts to _ achieve the required 
racial balances， the intent to 
discriminate was absent and the

the funds within these areas. The 
jidea behind the block grants is to 
shift responsibility for the admin- 
istration of various social Pro- 
grams from the- federal govern- 
Iment to state governments，ac- 
cording to the administration , 

But, as Mel Hing，a member of 
the Governors Community Ser- 
vice Block Grant Task Force 
(下 /W 2/17/82)，noted，what is 
actually shifted to the states is the 
cost of these programs: under the 
Reagan plan，state govermments 
will be receiving approximately 
25% less federal funding，necessi- 
tating often severe cuts in a wide 
range of social programs， 

The' only responsibility shifted 
to the states is determining which 
programs are to be cut，Hing 
spoke of having to make  irra- 
tional choices,” of whether to cut 
police ， services or fire safety 
services, both of which are vital to 
public safety，but one of which 
will have to be cut. 

ACCESS 

Particularly hard hit will be 
community-based “ organizations 
(CBOSs)，because most CBOS get 
funding directly from the federal 
government and thus are not 
well-connected at the state level 
from .where future funding will 
come, Hing stressed that CBOs do 
have access to the task force，set 
up to determine the distribution of 
the block grants, through the task 
force's public hearings，but noted 
that there has been very jlittle 
Participation at the public hear- 
ingsby CBOs. 

Morris Artiaga,， executive direc- 
tor of APAAC，spoke on the 
impact of block grants on the 
A/PA community. He noted that 
despite the efforts of APAAC and 
other organizations，there are Do 
Asian _ community representatives 
on the _ community service task 
force,. (Ching is a representative of 
the county administration.) One 
problem he pointed out was that 
there js a stereotype of Asian 
Americansassuccessful and solving 
their own Problems， “pulling 
themselves up by the bootstraps， 
and not requiring special con- 
sideration in determining the allo- 
cation of funds， 

On the subject of CBOs, Artiaga 
noted_ that despite some CBO 
representation on the task force 
(mostly 记 the field of mental 
health) and a task force recom- 
mendation to give CBOSs special 
access to _ funds, “The advocacy 
(for funds) has not existed. ”He 
added that it comes down to a 
matter of politics:  CBOs，_ es- 
pecially those serving the A/PA 
community，have to start making 
their voices heard 
CLOUT 

The next speaker to address the 
meeting was Ferdinand Galvez,， a 
member of the Covernors 下 duca- 
tion Block Crant Task Force， 
Galvez spoke on educational block 
grants，Calling Reagan's block 
grant proposal “a bad law，a 
negative law,”he noted that edu- 
cational funds to the state of 
Caljlifornia will be cut by approxi- 
mately 50% , from $80 million to a 
projected $46 million in fiscal year 
1982-83， 

Galvez pointed out that 
tbhrough the _ efforts of APAAC， 
there are two Asian representatives 


on the 32-member board setup to 


determine the distribution of the 
educational block gramnts. He also 
Spoke of the need for community

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members to speak out and make 
their desire known on how to use 
what federal funding does exist. 


“Its not only managers and ，

Allan Seid, member of the Cali- 
fornia State Board of 了 上 ducation， 
echoed this sentiment in discussing 
ways for local school boards to 


obtain funds. He noted that funds

Programs such as 
the landscaping training，jointly 
Sponsored by the Center for 
Southeast Asian Refugee Resettle- 
ment and the SF Nurseryman's

BEIJING 一 Covernment offi- 
cials are planning to impose 
tighter restrictions on Chinese stu- 
dents wishing to attend graduate

ing to foreign schools to get 
permission from the organizations 
wherethey work, and new college 
students to have worked for at 
least two years before qualjlifying 
for overseas study.

JInitial survey results show that 
Asian girls and women tend to 
have high aspirations and expec- 
tations about their education and 
work,， but these feelings are 
matched by a lack of awareness of 
the actual education and em- 
Ployment Picture. 

Mamny of those surveyed felt that 
having”good grades is the ioad to 
Success，but ignore the need for 
job experience and social and 
communication skills. “Sixty-two 
percent of the students surveyed

tance areas, but regardless of their

The survey also discovered that 
Parents,， particularly the mothers， 
of Asian American females sur- 
veyed，were the most influential 
persons ip their lives，Sixty-five 
percent identified their mothers as 
the first or second influence on 
their education and job dqecisions，

their second ”phase which will 
consist of four 30-minute tele- 
Vision programs and five booklets 
designed to increase awareness of

line between self-indulgence and 
revelation. The balance is not too 
well kept in the beginning 一 he 
shows the tendency of falling into 
the self-indulgence side. 

STATE OF MIND 

But in the second half, either he 
has pulled himself away, or we are

In comPpar- 
ison，the Xerox desk top model 
makes only 10 copies a minute and 
costs $3,295.， JIBM's executive 
copier produces . 12 copies a 
minute and lists for $2,600，

three people: Clark, Karl Murgas， 
Clarks technical director， and 
Jerry “ David， an electronics 
expert, The machine itself is made

The copier contract Was Dego- 
tiated by a Clark employee ovyer 
the past 18 months，a_ relatively 
short time-for the Chinese， Clark 
Copy competed with much larger 
Japanese, Cerman, and American 
conglomerates,， One ， American 
firm tried to steal the contract 
from Clark by saying that the 
Clark company was too small to 
honor such a large contract. 

However, some industry experts 
Suspect that the Chinese Prefer to 
deal with small companies over 
larger -corporations since ,small 
firms have more at stake than 
huge ones， 

Clark attributed his ability to 
work with the Chinese to his 
Czech background. “Im from a 
Socialist country and I understand 
their problems, he said. 

The Chinese will manufacture 
at least 200,000 of his copiers in 
the mnext 5 years，mnetting the 
company $60 million. In addition， 
the company is beginning produc-
